Rare Olympic win Saints’ vital point Low 33 
in Melbourne

FOR a side which is 
still far from assured 
of a finals place any 
win, as the cliche 
goes, is a good win. 

But Sydney Olym- 
pic’s 1-0 victory at Sun- 
shine George Cross last 
Sunday carried far more 
significance for last sea- 
son's grand final runner- 
up than a meagre two 
points in a frantic finals 
race, 

Olympic, as cool and 
composed as it might 
have been given the 
circumstances, finally 
broke its Melbourne 
hoodoo and scored a 
confidence-building first 
away win since Decem= 
ber to lift the club back 
into finals calculations. 

But dull and

FRANK Scicluna’s 
article in ASW (31 
January 1990) on the 
future of the NSL de- 
Serves a reply. 

As with many other 
commentitors. he cor- 
rectly notes that the 
League is not in good 
shape at the moment.

FIFA secretary 
general Joseph 
Blatter travelled to 
Moscow to deliver 
a final warning 
that the Soviet 
Union may be kick- 
ed out of this 
year’s World Cup 
soccer tourna- 
ment. 

Blatter said he 
would hammer out a 
series of FIFA com- 
plaints with Soviet 
officials about the 
organisation of foot- 
ball in the increasingly 
turbulent country. 

FIFA has sent an 
official written warn- 
ing to the Soviet 
Federation president 
Viacheslav Koloskov 

It said f “illegal 
practic were not 
ended, the Soviet 
Union could be dis- 
qualified from inter- 
national competition.

RIDICULOUS as it might be to write off the likes of Heidelberg, 
Brunswick Juventus and Melbourne JUST from contention in the 
marathon 36-week Victorian State League title race, early results have 
made it clear that there is no easy ride back to the National League. 


For the former high- 
flying QUIT NSL trio 
the hectic opening 
weekend's schedule 
of two rounds in three 
days brought nothing 
but heartache. 

The ex-NSL teams 
couldn't win a game, 
with the demoralised 
trio picking up a total of 
just two points of a 
possible 12. 

Heidelberg, 
coached by Len 
McKendry, the man 
some rank as a Soc- 
ceroo candidate, took 
the brunt of the 
punishment handed 
out by the alleged 
also-rans of the 1990 
competition. 

On the opening 
Saturday the Bergers 
fell to a Ringwood City 
side most regarded as 
easy-beats for the 
season, and to add in- 
sult to injury McKen- 
dry'’s team suffered 
Crucial injuries to key 
Player and former Soc- 
ceroo champion, Jeff 
Olver. 

Olver fell heavily in 
the opening minutes of 
the game and is now 
likely to be sidelined 
for four weeks with a 


torn muscle at the 
base of his spine. 

Two days later 
Heidelberg fronted up 
against Greek rival 
Northcote City and this 
time fared little better. 

Quiet achiever 
Northcote, coached by 
former Aston Villa 
coach Roy MacLaren, 
trounced Heidelberg 
3-1 with goals fromrec- 
ruits Neil Mills (Roch- 
dale) and Manny Ane- 
zakos (South Melbou- 
rne) as well as Peter 
Cocker.

Melbourne JUST, 
relegated along with 
Heidelberg from the 
NSL last season, man- 
aged just a point from 
the opening rounds 
thanks to a lucky 2-2 
draw with Frankston 
Pines on the Saturday. 

Sasha Becvinovski 
saved JUST in that 
game with a second 
half equaliser, but no- 
thing could pull the for~ 
mer NSL club out of 
trouble on the Monday 
as it crashed 3-0 at
